Confrontod with  the prospect  of
noeontinuance so disastrons we see nothing
but inevitable defent, as the  peneril
offonses known to rligton and soclety  are
ngeravated in his case by almost  every
clronmstance possible to give it scandalous
promivence in gailt and shame'*  “Surely
Catholie Ireland, "t the mianifesto continues,
Hgo eminently conspleuons for the vitie and
